A SosBCstlon from tlie French . 
.£ Might 


Properly Be Followed. 


"As well look for a needle in a bundle of 


hay'1 as for a small article lost in the city of 
New York. Of course efery well conducted 
railway or carrying company has an office to 
which articles found in their vehicles are 
stored 'for reclamation. But there are so 
many carryinR companies; the articles may 
have been left in a cab or in some public 
place, and if the owner cannot remember the 
exact place, where is he to make inquiry for 
it? Would it not bo well to have a special 
bureau to which all lost articles could be 
sent, just as they have in Paris, for example! 
There, U you leave your purse on a counter, 
your umbrella in an omnibus, or lose any of 


honest dollar from finding its way 
honest palms. 
Tho pOBtoffice Is the largest and most pop- 


ular club house In this country. Here every 
day business appointments are made, engage- 
ments are fixed, calls from out of town visit- 
ors are received, goods are bargained for, 
ttocks are bought and sold, real estate is 
traded in, letters are written, papers are 
read telegrams are sent and messages are 
brought back. Every phase of life shown in 
this big town is here presented daily. It is 
the people's club house, and yet in spite ol 
the jumble of interests, the crushing or 
crowds and the diversity of errands, there Is 
no more orderly spot in Now York, nor is 
there 'a more interesting place to observe 
•what metropolitan life really is. Let us 
stand in this corridor for an hour or two and 
watch the scene. 


HE WANTED A ROOM. 


This is not the busiest hour of the post- 


office day, but it Is sufficiently busy to keep 
one's interest from Bagging. A long line of 
men and boys file slowly past the stamp win- 
dow in the Broadway corridor. The leader 
Is a fashionable Fifth avenue clergyman;

boot maker, a politician, a nervous, dyspeptic 
man who drops his glasses, fumbles over 
his change, asks for stamps he doesn't want, 
and keeps the line waiting until his mistakes

ply for it. 


Editor Medill, of Chicago, lost a 1,000 franc 


bill in Paris a few years ago. The next day 
he clambered to the bureau for lost articles, 
D the third story of the palaceof justice, and 
recovered it. It had been found in the straw 
at the bottom of a cab he had used. 


The Paris bureau has just been reorganized. 


Articles found are entered at the central 
office, with the name of the finder. To claim 
them, all that is necessary is to properly 
identify them, and they are handed over 
without charge, a gratuity for the finder 
usually being left; but this is entirely at the 
option of the owner. If after fifteen days 
the article is not reclaimed the fiuder may 
claim it for himself. In case he does not it U 
sent to the magazine forstorage three months, 
and there, if it be clothing or something of a 
perishable nature, it is sold. Otherwise it is 
kept for three years. An instance is cited In 
La Repubhque Francaise where a Russian 
' -st 10,000 francs in a carriage.

BeCllins of Old Coal Mines. 


An ingenious artinco that has lately been 


successfully put in practice at Shenandoah 
by the Reading company, at the Kohmoor 
colliery, for refilling the excavations from 
which coal has been taken out, is worthy of 
mention, since it is desirable that it should be 
imitated elsewhere throughout tho coal re- 
gions where similar conditions prevail. The 
method is both simple and effective, and pre- 
vents the caving in of the earth above, and 
the consequent loss of valuable property, 
which has not been infrequent in the mining 
towns of the anthracite region. Bssides, the 
valuable pillars of pure coal, which for many 
rears it was customary to leave in the mines 
o prevent falling in of the roof, can now bo 
aken out without fear. 
A coal dirt con- 


veyer, consisting of a series of semicircular 
chutes, similar to those used in discharging 
coal from carts into cellars, and an endless 
chain with scrapers attached, automatically 
conveys tho Qne refuse from the coal breakers 
to an elevation, from whence it is discharged 
Into a second chute. 


As the coal dirt falls on this, water, pumped 


from the mines, mixes with it through a jig 
or puddling hole into the bowels of tho earth, 
from whence the coal has been removed. 
The coal dirt settles to the bottom of the 
breasts and packs closely, and tho water seeks 
an outlet below, to bo again pumped out to 
repeat its duty 
Tho cost of this puddling 


the refuse matter back into the mines, about 
three to four cents per cubic yard, is very 
small compared with the value of the pillars 
of marketable coal of which tho mines may 
bo safely "robbed," and the security ob- 
tained for dwelling and railroad property on 
the surface, above the mines. Already more 
than tvro ncres beneath the city of Shenan- 
doah, from which the coal had been mined, 
have been again solidly refilled with tho coal 
dirt which used to bo piled mountains hi£h 
around the town.—Journal Franklin Insti- 
tute.

The material issue presented is whether 


tbe quartz mill and other property of S. 
Weoban is located and subject to taxation 
in Eureka or Lander county. 


By an Act of tbe LsgiaUture of March 1, 


1873, the connty of Eureka was created 
with tbe boundaries thereof specially de- 
fined, tbe north division bonndary line be- 
ing equidistant from the northeast and 
northwest earners of then Lander county. 
It naa provided by eaid Act that Eureka 
county should employ some competent sur- 
teyor to run the boundary line. 
Mr. Ed- 


ward* Was so employed to survey this line, 
and did so in 1873. 


Tbe Legislature in 1887 authorized T. J. 


Reid to Lualie surveys of the Central Pa- 
cific Bitilruad, when it was discovered by 
this survey that the survey made by Ed- 
wards of the northern boundary lice be- 
tweeu those counties was ibcorrt-ct, find did 
cot establish the boundary hue as filed by 
ttie Act of the Legiulamro.
